MASSACHUSETTS  HIGHLIGHTS

Based  on  Statistical  Reports 

The  total  payments  for  assistance  amounted  to  $I|52  I4.98  633  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1969,  an  increase  of  about  26$  over  fiscal  1968,  The 
increases  occurred  in  all  programs,  see  table  I. 

Administrative  expenditures  totaled  $29  168  700,  an  increase  of  about 
$367  000  over  last  year.  Total  Expenditures  of  assistance  and  administration 
combined  amounted  to  $U81  677  333  or  $90.96  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  compared  to  $73.20  for  the  fiscal  year  1968. 

There  was  a  monthly  average  of  231  610  families  receiving  public  assistance 
including  Medical  Assistance  representing  396  695  persons  which  is  about  7 .5$  of 
the  Massachusetts  population. 

Medical  payments  continued  to  rise  during  the  year  from  tl91   889  136  to 
$233  822  816.  This  increase  is  reflected  as  follows:

Since  1965  medical  payments  have  increased  from  $91  380  613  to  $233  822  8l6 
reflecting  an  increase  of  156$  since  1965. 

The  Work  Incentive  Program  was  started  during  the  year  and  by  June  196^ 
k   9U6  referrals  had  been  made  to  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  of  this 
total  2  7U2  agreed  to  participate  in  the  WIN  Program. 

Also,  in  February  the  Emergency  Assistance  program  was  initiated.  Payments 
through  June  totaled  H'U97  U22.  The  average  monthly  caseload  was  665  families 
representing  2  787  persons.
